Lobbying- 

New Yop.K) Feb. 17. — Mr. Beeclier 
preached to-day on men who can and 
who. cannot be pardoned, and told of 
his visit to the Jardine Mabille, in 
Paris. Said he: "When I was in" 
Paris I went to hell. I had heard be- 
fore I went there of the Jardine 
Mabille, a place where courtesans re- 
sort and where strangers from places 
far away go' m to look at them. I went 
there and saw men that I understood 
were paid by the Government of tho 
place to conduct the. frolics for the peo- 
ple, and if evorjl-saw hell in the form 
of lust it was" tiii the faces of thoso 
men. Men past all shame wero there, 
the embodied personifications of lust, 
of all that was corrupt or corrupting ; 
and as I looked I said : 'Can it be 
that such men can bo forgiven ! I 
think not. They are gone to far ; for 
the unpardonable is not an act ; it is a 
state that permits no recovery,' Now 
there is a class of men called 'lobbyists.' 
I am told that there are very good men 
among them. 1 know that there are some 
not so good, and some not good at all. 
When a man has come to that state he. 
does not believe that there is anything 
sacred inlaw; when he comes to feeling 
that bribing men is not wrong,- ana 
that it makes no difference how you 
bribe them ; when a man takes all 
that civilization has left behind, all 
that law tramples under foot, and uses 
thorn, and plays- with thcrn, he has-lost 
all sense of corruption, ail sense of 
shame. Do you suppose that such a 
man could come home and mako a 
deacon .y, in a church, except for 
hypocrisy? No, he is gone, and as men 
deal with this Government, so men : 
may deal with the other and become 
utterly unsavable. " — Special to Chica- 
go Times. 

An latarTio-w "With Skoboleff 

Paris, Fob. 18. — In an interview 
with a^representative of the Voltaire, 
General Skobeleff, who is 'stopping at 
present in this city, refused to disclaim 
one jot or tittle of tho anti-German 
sentiments to which he gave utterance 
in his famous speech. 

" My position," said the {General, 
" is an independent one. So long as 1 
am summoned in the time of war I 
care nothing for the rest. Yes, I did 
Say that Germany is the common 
enemy, and I repeat it. I believe 
that safety lies in the union of the 
Slavs with France. The European 
balance of, power must be reestablish- 
ed or there will soon be only one power 
— Germany." 

The General also told tho interview- 
er that he had come to Paris entirely 
ol his own accord, and -that far from 
.being in disgrace the Emperor had 
just had a new ship named after him 
as a signal mark of favor.

If our medicaP journals were to an- 
nounce the steady approach to this 
country— saffron) China— of an ill-uu- 
deratood/.paiuful and usually fatal mal- 
ady, which if once established among 
us would certainly kill half a million of 
our citizens every year and ultimately 
carry off one in every five of tho entire 
population, it is safe to presume that 
the announcement would not be calmly 
received. As one man, physicians not 
less strenuoitBly than laymen, we should 
demand the most rigorous quarantine 
against the infected country.

inyesfigate the matter. It would be ac- 
counted criminal indifference on the 
part of medical and sauttary authorities 
to neglect to muke a concerted aud per- 
sistont effort to discover Uie causes and 
conditions of the plagito, and bow ,to- 
protect the community from its ravages 1 
or to eure' its victims when attacked/ 1 | 

Would the urgency of the cuse be- 
diiuiuished in any ichjh;ci liy the cir- 
euuisfance t but the supported invasion 
b- d already beootue i* fact accom- 
plished? 

At firs!, thought,. any one would ro- 
ply : Not iu the least; rather ou tho 
.'o'ntiary ; for ilie evil in flic latter case 
.• mild bo uelufil, not tbrealeued merely, 
and tho loss or saving- of half a million 
lives a yeaRift a matter i r>f the gravest 
iiiitionul impottunco. Yet it is a stugular 
fact that, while we should be tbrown into 
a panic if half a million lives wero 
tb'eiiteiied with u new disease, we ac- 
r.-pt us iuuvitubb, uJiiiost with indiff'er- 
tsuce, >hooertnm uillinguf tbatnumberof 
people r-vei v ytnr l»> au old and familiar 
malady.

I. lushing that they do nut contemplate 
any special or geucrul effort to have 
.such momentous questions critically in- 
vestigated I ... . . : 

When half a million of ; discontented 
natives of Europe throng to our shores 
iu a single yeur we do not fail to appre- 
ciate the importance of the gain, both, 
immediate aud .prospective. "Wlien^a;; 
larger number of ' our own citi/.ehs :: are' 
cut off uutimely by a disease which,- 
while it destroys them, transmits a leg- 
acy of sickness and too often early death 
to their descendants, we mourn our in- 
dividual losses, but make no adetpmte 
effoit to put au end to the national loss 
by urgiug or aiding the scientific 'deter- 
mination of itB conditions, causes hnd 
remedies. Already one iu every five? of 
our population dies of consumption, and 
thu indications are that the conditions of 
our civilization tend to increase tho death 
rate from this cause. If the disease is 
iutectiotis-, us many believe, the multi- 
plication of cases may sooner or later 
reach a : poiut— if its progress in uh- ' 
checked — at which a perpetuation of our 
nice and the civilization developed by it 
will become impossible.

Who provided the pumping machinery 
for tho dock i A. The government, 

When was it landed on tho dock site 
and stored J A. The first shipment was 
landed on the 23d Nov. 1870, and the re- 
mainder on the24th Feb. 1877. 

Have you had it overhauled and if so 
when was this first done and how often 
has it been done since ! A. I had tho 
machinery thoroughly cleaned immediate- 
ly on its being landed and it has been 
kept constantly in good order since by 
tho engineer in charge of the auxiliary 
pump. 

Have you had it checked with the in- 
voices and if so have you found it cor- 
rect / A. Yes. The only thing which 
was reported to me as missing was a few- 
short bolts. 

When did you first check it ! A. On 
its arrival. 

If you considered ii your duly to check 
it, vr.v, the machinery wi(li the invoices 
and so that it was in order itnd complete 
for the dock, why did you not take a sim- 
ilar precaution with the cement j A. Be- 
cause I was present when the machinery 
arrived and saw the invoices, whereas the 
greater portion of the cement was here 
beforo I arrived and I did not know how 
much had been nrdered or how much was 
in stock. 

Did you enquire as to the amount or- 
dered 1 A. I did not. 

Was it not your duly as resident engi- 
neer to find out the exact quantity order- 
ed ? A. I did not consider it to be so. 

For what reasons I A. Because I never 
thought one way or the oilier about the 
matter, the order being given before my 
arrival. 

Was it not your duty to nee that every- 
thing was ready and complete for the con- 
struction of tho dock? A. I thought 
everything was ready. 

If you wished to build a large dock such 
as the present on your own account and 
had the machinery and all the cement sup- 
posed to be necessary given lo you gratis 
would you not as a matter of ordinary pre- 
caution check off the cement and machin- 
ery with your specifications, bills of quan- 
tities and invoices to seo if they (the ce- 
ment and machinery) would be sufficient 
beforo you incurred any risk so as to as- 
certain what tho work would cost J A. 1 
most probably should do so. 

Where are the estimates of the chief 
engineers which Mr. Vernon acknowledg- 
es the recoipt of in bis letter dated 21st 
July 1877 which appears iu Sess. paper of 
1878 pago 559 ? A. I was not aware that 
Mr. Vernon had ever received aro esti- 
mate of tho cost of the dock. 1 never 
heard of the receipt of it and don't think 
thero was one. 

Do you not know that the dock corres- 
pondence to thp provincial secretary was 
in tho portfolios in the land office; A. 
I am awaro that there was some corres- 
pondence in tho. portfolio, but I never 
wont through all tho letters. 

Had you not free access to the letters 
and papers in tho portfolio : ' A. Yes. ' 

Have you not had loisuro time during 
six years hero to carefully go over all the 
correspondence ? A. I have no doubt 
had plenty of time to do so. 

Can you give any reason why you did 
not carefully go through all tho dock cor- 
respondence ! A. There was no reason 
for my doing so as I had nothing definite 
to Und out excepting on one occasion, 
when Mr. Walkeru asked me to hunt up 
a letter with reference to the midship 
section of one of H. M.'s ships of war. 

Was not the first set of dock specifica- 
tions or conditions sent out by K. & M. 
revised and settled by Mr. Vernon ! A. 
Tho original draft was sout out when Mr. 
Vernon was chief commissioner. I ro- 
momber some sl/ght alterations- were 
made and the draft was returned to K. & 
M. Tho letter enclosing the draft reads 
as follows:

Why did you not go over the specifica- 
tions when you made out the estimate for 
Mr. Wilson ! A. Because I thought the 
question of tho supply of pumps and 
cement ^as settled. 

Has hot Mr, Walkem from time to 
ttmo asked you to assi.st the contractors as 
far as possible and until lately .' A. Yes. 

How has he expressed himself to you 
with respect to assisting the local con- 
tractors ! A. He has always said he 
wished to help them along as much as ho 
could. ... 

Has he ever directly or' indirectly given 
you orders, or even hints to embarrass or 
cramp the contractors ? A. He has nei- 
ther dono one nor the other. 

When did tho provincial secretary in- 
form you that the cement purchased in 
1874 was bought for the cofferdam and 
seawall and not for the dock / A. The 
government have never informed me that 
such was the case, and tho fact I learned 
for tho first lime from a remark made by 
Mr. Beiiven a very short time, since. 

Had you been informed by the govern- 
nient. that the cement at Esquimalt waa 
not bought to complete tho doeV, would 
you hayo made a calculation of the quaa 



tity of cement the dock "would take? A. 
If I had not always been under tho im- 
pression that tho cement required for the 
dock was here I should most probably 
have done so. 

Wero you in ignorance of the existence 
of Mr. Sproat's letter concerning coment 
until it was produced before this commit- 
tee 1 A. I was. 

When the question of including the 
cement in the dock contract was consi- 
dered by you and Wilson, Walkem and 
Beavon, did either of those gentlemen in- 
form you that Air. Morris had suggested 
when the cement was purchased that the 
cement should be included in the con- 
tract i A. I do not remember anything 
being said about Mr. Morris in the mat- 
ter. The clause Etating that the govern- 
men t would provide tho cement was in 
the original draft of tho specifications. 

If tho provincial government had acted 
on Mr. Morris' suggestion to sell tho ce- 
ment to the contractors just as they acted 
on his suggestion to buy the cement -and 
had fixed a price per ton for it in tho bills 
of quantities, wero not K. & M.'s bills of 
quantities so made that tenderers could 
havo figured on the cement in their ten- 
ders for the dock 1 A. The bills (if quan- 
tities need not have been altered with the 
exception of the notes, stating the gov- 
ernment would supply the cement. Tho 
j body of tho specifications would also have 
had to be altered in this respect. 

Will you tell us what increase in the 
quantity of cement you have made on the 
I dock work done ? A. The 5 to I T charg- 
j ed to 4 to 1 when the work started, as 
this was the most important, being the fl- 
inch skin over the bottoms of I lie foun- 
dations and the lining to all walls. The 
filling in of the cellular pockets was of 7 
to 1. Soon after the sea wall started I 
changed the 7 to 1 in it to li to 1 and all 
the 5 to 1 in it has been 4 to 1 ; and I may 
add that I have not ordered a reduction 
of the quantity of cement used in the con- 
crete, amounting to one-seventh pari, 
which I might have done by clause 115 of 
tho specifications, wherein it is stated that 
if the concrete is mixed by machinery 
that amount might be dispensed with. 

Are the cement tests made by you as 
the specifications require; ii not so, in 
what do they differ; A. The clause states 
the brick shall be put in water after being 
12 hours in the open riir— -this would be 
the proper time if the cement 
was used, as it ^ at home qui e 
fresh; but as from its age it 
docs not set as rapidly as it should; the 
bricks are kept out of water for a longer 
period, and lately thoy have been kept 
out 30 hours; for by that time I consider 
the cement is in the same state 'of hard- 
ness as it is at home when the cement 
has been made up 12 hours. 

Will not cement bricks 10 days old bear 
a greater strain than bricks 71 days old I 
1 think, perhaps they would. 

Who are the makers of tho late ship- 
ment of cement from San Francisco.' A. 
White Brothel's. 

What tests of that cement have you 
made and what is the result ; A. I have 
tested a sample sent by them on 29th 
Nov., '81, the average of their bricks gave 
a result of 564. Again on Dec. 3d, 1881, 
1 tested three more, tho average being 
670, On Dec. 13th, '81, I tested three 
more, the average being 520L I may add 
there is a great difference "in the rosult 
sometimes owing to the way in which the 
bricks are made up, and bricks made 
out of the same barrel I havo known them 
to vary as much as 300 lbs. Tho standard 
required by the specifications is 750 lbs. 

In making up the quantity of cement to 
bring it up to the required standard did 
you act on the advice of the C. Com., on 
the specifications or on your own opinion? 
A. On my own opinion. 

How often did Mr. Walkem examine 
your record of tests I A. I don't think 
he has over seen tho book. 

Did you ever report to Mr. Walkom 
the amount of cement you ordered to be 
added from time to time towards making 
up the standard required by the ■specifica- 
tions ? A. No. 

Did he never require you to do so > A. 
No. 

Did he never ask you how much cement: 
you were adding on account of deficiency 
of quality ? A. No. 

Did ho know that you wero adding any 
cement to make up that deficiency ! A. 
I don't know whether he did or not. 

TENTH DAY. 

Tuesday, March 14. 
When you submitted your estimate of 
4,100 tons as being tho additional cement 
required to complete tho dock, did Sir. 
Walkem get you to check your estimate 
more than onco, and did you do so and 
assuro him that you could not possibly bo 
wrong? A. YAhcn I reported that at 
least 4,400 tons would bo wanted Mr. 
Walkem was much astonished at the large 
quantity "which I estimated would be 
wanted. Ho asked me to go over my 
figures, which I did moro than onco, and I 
felt quite sure that I had not over-est i- 
mated the amount required.

Nkw York, March 9. — A cable spe- 
cial to the "World" from London says: 
The Central Court was crowded to suf- 
focation yesterday at the opening of the 
trial of Dr. George Henry Lauison, the. 
American, for the wilful murder of his 
brother-in-law, Percy Malcolm John, at 
Blenheim House School, Wimbledon, 
on December 3d. The case, by consent 
of tho Crown, had been postponed over 
one assi/es. Justice Hawkins presided. 
A large number of Americans were 
present. The prisoner is a dark-com- 
plexioned man of average height anil 
slight build, and his age is entered 
on the record as thirty-five, although 
he looks fully forty. Ho was very- 
pale, but cool and collected, mid 
paid little attention to the proceedings. 
Lamson pleaded not guilty. The pris- 
oner's father, the American chaplain 
at Florence, is said to be in town but 
ho was not in court. The case against 
Lamson is regarded by lawyers 
and medical men as being almost 
hopelessly fatal to the prisoner. 
Dr. Stevenson's evidence regard- 
ing the piece of aconite in Ihe 
body, and Dr. Lamson's purchase of 
aconite, when taken together with tho 
finding of tho poison identically the same 
in the capsules loft bohind by Dr. Lam- 
son, after his visit to his brothor-in-law 
at the school in Wimbledon, form such a 
close and deadly chain that it is hard to'' 
sec what chance there is of escape from it 
for the unhappy man. 

The London cable to the "World" 
says: I have passed the day in tho cen- 
tral criminal court watching the case of 
Lamson. Mr. Stevenson, of Guy's hos- 
pital, detailed very carefully the re- 
sults of his examination of the remains 
of Percy St. 'John. He testified he 
found aconitine and that ho poisoned 
mice with it. Ho also testified that 
ho bought aconitine from the chemists 
from whom the prisoner bought this 
and it produced exactly the same ef- 
fects as that which was found in the 
remains of Percy St. John. Mr. Ste- 
venson testified that the poison made 
him ill for six hours. He said ho had 
from fifty to eighty vegetable poisons 
in liis possession and that he had test- 
ed them all. The prisoner appeared to- 
day to be worn and jaded but he show- 
ed no signs of trouble or anxiety in his 
faco. As the case now stands the de- 
fence of Dr. Lamson will depend en- 
tirely on shaking the medical evidence 
of Mr. Stovenson and his associates. 

London, March 1 2. — In the trial of 
Dr. Lamson to-day Dr. Stevenson, lec- 
turer on forensic medicine at Cray's 
hospital, one of the principal experts 
called for prosecution, though deposing 
to thepresence ofaconitine in medicines 
in deceased's possession and in his vis- 
cera after death, admitted in cross ex- 
amination that symptoms of aconitine 
poisoning are practically unknown ex- 
cept possibly in a single case. Defense 
by pressing this line hopo to show John 
may have died from the effects of pres- 
sure on the arteries, caused by curva- 
ture of tho spine. The general opinion 
however is that Dr. Lamson's case is 
hopeless.

Bkrlin, March 10.— Gen. Skobelofl 
has delivered an address to a number 
of Russian officers stating that the best 
Russian is the czar.

— The 
minister of war told Skobelofl' he was 
recalled for breach of discipline in cre- 
ating disturbance and excitement 
abroad. Gen. Ignatieff told Skobelofl 
the czar had nothing particular to say 
to him. 

.The - commons adopted Gladstone's 
resolution relative to the lords' inquiry, 
into working of the land act, by 303 "to 
235. Gladstone has officially stated 
he cannot possibly entertain any ap- 
plication for remission of extra tobacco 
duty. 

An Antwerp dispatch announces the 
failure of Louis Falcon, engaged chiefly 
in river Plata trade. His liabilities 
are placed between two and three mil- 
lion pounds sterling. . ' 

Constantinople, March 10.— The 
newspaper "Leo Logos" having charged 
the patriarchate with misapplying money 
raised for educational purposes in 
Macedonia, a mob of Greeks attacked 
the office and tho editor was killed 
after wounding several of the assail- 
ants. 

London, March 10. — It is denied 
Parnell was recently placed in solitary 
confinement for trying to bribe the 
warden. 

No new evidence has occurred in 
Maclean's examination. Re said he 
would defend and declined to cross- 
examine witnesses. He had a solici- 
tor. 

London, March 11. — In consequence 
of a threatening letter received by the 
police inspector who arrested Maclean, 
the Windsor police force-has been re- 
in foi'ced.
